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JOYRIDERS hijacked a 
dumper truck and drove it 
into fences next to a chil¬ 
dren’s play park on Monday 
night. 

Police say a group of 
teenagers was seen flee¬ 
ing the scene in Haverhill’s 
Arrendene Road when the 
incident took place shortly 
before 11pm. 

The dumper was being 
used as part of work to cre¬ 
ate a cycle path running 
through the town. 

Police were called to the 
scene at 10.50pm. They 
were told that youths had 
started the piece of machin- 
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ery and crashed it into a 
fence when a member of the 
public stopped them. 

The youths ran off in the 
direction of Withersfield 
Road after being confront¬ 
ed. 

The dumper was left half¬ 
way through a metal fence 
that marks the perimeter of 
the children’s play area, and 
had smashed the temporary 
fence used to cordon off the 
building site. 

It’s thought that the group 
contained several boys and 
girls, including a female 
teenager of larger build and 


a girl with a slim build and 
long blonde hair. 

Police are treating the in¬ 
cident as aggravated vehicle 
taking. 

Jack Darking, an opera¬ 
tive on the site, said that the 
keys to the vehicle had not 
been left onsite, and the site 
had been left as secure as 
possible. 

He said it was believed 
that the youths had 
jammed an implement into 
the ignition in order to start 
the engine. 

While the dumper was not 
badly damaged, Mr Darking 
said the hire company had 
replaced it as workers be-

little girl two years ago when 
a vomiting bug meant that 
her body salts were danger¬ 
ously low. 

She was just 18 months old 
at the time and Lee says she 
may not have survived with¬ 
out the intervention of SARS 
doctors. 

Lee and Bianca, who have 
been running the pub since 
September last year, are 
planning an official cheque 
presentation to SARS. 

They are already prepar¬ 
ing to expand Bradfest next 
summer. 

“Lee is going to do bigger 
and better next year,” said 
Bianca. 

The couple are also plan¬ 
ning other events at the pub 
throughout the year, such as 
the launch of a new menu 
this September to mark the 
first anniversary of the pub’s 
new ownership.

A TEACHER has conquered 
her fear of heights to raise 
money for the unit that treat¬ 
ed her daughter for anorexia. 

Shauneen Scullion, a 
West Wratting resident who 
teaches at Parkside Federa¬ 
tion in Cambridge, climbed 
Mt Kilimanjaro in Tanzania 
to raise money for the Phoe¬ 
nix Centre at Ida Darwin 
Hospital in Fulbourn. 

Shauneen’s daughter was 
16 when she was rushed to 
Addenbrooke’s in January 
because of fears her heart 
would give way. 

The teenager weighed 
around five stone, and blood 
tests had revealed that her 
potassium levels were dan¬ 
gerously low. 

Mum Shauneen, 37, said: 
“The two consultants came 
out to speak to me before 
they spoke to [my daughter]. 
They told me to prepare for 
the worst. 

“I thought I was going to 
lose my baby girl.” 

Her daughter was trans¬ 
ferred to the Phoenix Centre, 
where she received intensive 
treatment from meal plans 
to therapy. She was dis- 
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charged on July 15. 

In April, Shauneen made 
the decision to take on a hike 
up Kilimanjaro to face her 
fear of heights. 

While the trek started as 
a way to better understand 
her daughter’s fear of food, 
Shauneen then decided to 
fundraise for the Phoenix 
Centre. 

She began her hike on 
August 13. The most testing 
moment came when she had 
to scale the Barranco Wall, a 
257-metre-high cliff. 

“I froze, I cried, I held 
everybody up,” she said. 

But she made it over the 
cliff and eventually to the 
mountain’s summit. 

“We got to the top and me 
and my friend didn’t even 
speak. We just looked at each 
other and broke down and 
cried,” said Shauneen. 

The teacher returned to 
West Wratting last Thursday. 

She has so far raised more 
than £1,800 for the Phoenix 
Centre. The money will go 


towards items such as a new 
Xbox and garden furniture 
for the Phoenix Centre. 

Shauneen said: “It would 
be nice to get stuff that’s go¬ 
ing to be able to create some 
normality.” 

She said that her own ter¬ 
ror scaling the Barranco Wall 
had helped her identify with 
the fear that young people 
being treated at the Phoenix 
Centre go through. 

“I have more of an un¬ 
derstanding when I see that 
look in my daughter’s eyes 
because I relate that to me 
just freezing on the Barran¬ 
co Wall and saying T can’t, I 
can’t,”’ she said. 

Her daughter, who is now 
17, is still battling anorexia, 
but has put on weight and is 
living at home and preparing 
to return to school.

A memorial for 
councillor Tim 


A MEMORIAL to a respected 
councillor who passed away 
in January is to be unveiled 
in a Haverhill churchyard. 

More than 400 people at¬ 
tended the funeral of Tim 
Marks after he collapsed 
during a planning commit¬ 
tee site visit. 

Now a permanent memo¬ 
rial to him, in the form of a 
bench and a painted win¬ 
dow, is being planned for a 
churchyard that he helped 
renovate. 

The unveiling of the me¬ 
morial will take place on 
Friday, October 7, in the 
churchyard of St Mary’s in 
Haverhill. 

Mr Marks was involved in 
Haverhill in Bloom’s project 
to renovate the churchyard, 
which he announced al¬ 
most exactly a year ago, on 
October 6, 2015. 

His widow, Cllr Marga¬ 
ret Marks, said: “I don’t 
think he had envisioned he 
would be involved in quite 
the way he has, but he will 
be involved to the end of 
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the project.” 

The project involved, 
among other things, filling 
windows in the churchyard 
with brightly-coloured mu¬ 
rals. 

The final empty window 
shape will now be filled 
with a mural designed by 
the late councillor’s son Ja¬ 
son Marks, who is a ceramic 
artist. 

The design features iris¬ 
es, which were Mr Marks’ 
favourite flower, as well 
as roses, to recognise his 
work as part of Haverhill in 
Bloom. It features a mayor¬ 
al chain in reference to the 
time he served as mayor of 
St Edmundsbury in 2012 to 
2013. 

It also features Mr Marks’ 
initials, TM. 

A laminated picture of Mr 
Marks wearing his mayoral 
chain will be placed below 
the window, and a new 


bench in the churchyard 
will have a plaque dedicat¬ 
ing it to him. 

The unveiling ceremony 
will include Haverhill town 
councillor Betty McLatchy 
reading two poems in 
memory of Mr Marks and 
Captain Andrew Payne of St

New £700,000 

pitch to open 


A STATE-of-the-art 

£700,000 football pitch is 
being opened in Haverhill 
on Saturday. 

These first-look pictures 
reveal what the new 3G 
pitch at the New Croft in 
Chalkstone Way will look 
like. 

The pitch is to be opened 
by MP for Haverhill Mat¬ 
thew Hancock and another 
mystery guest. The pitch 
will be in use immediately, 
with youth groups and a 
Haverhill Borough match 
scheduled for Saturday. 

The new pitch is made of 
artificial grass which drains 
much better than real turf, 
meaning that the pitch can 
withstand more usage and 
bad weather. 

A new programme of ac¬ 
tivities will be announced 
by the Haverhill Communi¬ 
ty Sports Association in the 
coming weeks. 
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The association’s facilities 
manager Peter Betts said 
that the new pitch would 
be in use from 4pm to 10pm 
on weeknights and 9am 
to 10am on Saturdays and 
Sundays. 

He said the sports asso¬ 
ciation would be working 
with local schools to try and 
make sure the pitch was 
also used during the day 
time. 

All in all, Mr Betts esti¬ 
mated that between 900 
and 1,000 more young peo¬ 
ple will be using the pitch 
each week than were using 
the old grass pitch. 

“Ultimately it guaran¬ 
tees football in Haverhill 52 
weeks a year,” he continued. 
“At a time when we are wor¬ 
ried about young people 


getting out and about and 
getting involved in leisure, 
giving people that oppor¬ 
tunity to stay active is really 
important.” 

As well as the the new 
surface - which is the only 
3G pitch in the Haverhill 
area - the association has 
also seen new floodlights, 
turnstiles, terraces and a re¬ 
freshment stand installed. 

Mr Betts said having this 
more professional-style 
pitch was “huge” for the 
two teams which play at the 
New Croft, Haverhill Bor¬ 
ough and Haverhill Rovers, 
as well as for other football 
teams from the surround¬ 
ing villages such as Haver¬ 
hill and Kedington. 

The entire project has 
taken just 20 months to 
complete. Mr Betts said he 
knew of similar projects 
which were still on the plan¬ 
ning phase after two years. 


COUNCIL 

Decision on Corn Exchange bid 


HAVERHILL'S town council 
will decide on Tuesday 
whether to make a bid 
on a historic town centre 
landmark. 

The town council 
announced its intention 
to make an offer on the 
crumbling Corn Exchange 
in Withersfield Road in 
April after a private buyer 
declared an interest. 

This triggered a six- 
month moratorium period 
to give the council a chance 
to prepare its bid. 


The moratorium period 
will end on September 15, 
meaning that the council 
has to make a decision 
imminently. 

A Corn Exchange working 
party has been working 
through the summer to 
prepare a detailed plan for 
the council proposal. 

At an extraordinary 
meeting of the full town 
council on Tuesday evening, 
councillors will decide 
whether or not to go ahead. 

The meeting will not 


be open to the public 
as sensitive financial 
information is to be 
discussed. 

If the council chooses 
to bid and is successful, 
immediate work on 
weatherproofing the 
building and keeping out 
vandals will take place. 

The council would then 
need to raise enough 
money to completely 
renovate the building, 
which could take two or 
three years.

NHS relies on 
its EU nurses 

TWO months have now passed since 
the decision was made that the UK 
will be leaving the European Union. 
Since the referendum there has been 
much talk but little clarity about what 
happens next and the consequences 
of this result for all of us. 

The Royal College of Nursing 
remains particularly concerned about 
the impact on the nursing workforce. 
NHS hospitals, care homes and 
other organisations across the health 
and social care sectors in this region 
and across the UK, rely on the huge 
contribution of nursing staff from both 
inside and outside the EU. 

Figures show there are currently 
more than 33,000 EU trained nurses 
registered to work in the UK. The 
continuing uncertainty about what 
Brexit means for the future of EU 
nursing staff already working here and 
those interested in doing so threatens 
to worsen nursing shortages, already 
threatened by changes to student 
funding and the removal of bursaries. 

We also continue to hear of cases 
of abuse directed at EU nursing staff 
following the referendum, and the 
assumption by some that they should 
have left the UK.

EMERGENCY 

‘I’m grateful 
to be alive’ 


A FATHER-of-three has thanked 
the emergency services for treat¬ 
ing him after a freak explosion in 
his garden. 

James Robey 41, of Haverhill’s 
Wentworth Court, was prepar¬ 
ing to toast marshmallows for his 
9-year-old daughter’s birthday 
party when the accident hap¬ 
pened on Saturday, May 14. 

When he opened the door of 
the outdoor stove he was using, 
a piece of burning wood flew out. 
It ignited a bottle of fuel that had 
been left in the garden, causing 
an explosion of flame. 

“It was like a liquid wave that 
came around me,” said James. 

The top half of his body caught 
alight, and he had to take off his 
clothes and roll on the floor to put 
out the flames. 

He said his skin was coming off 
in his hands as he managed to get 
to the garden hose and turn it on, 
dousing himself in cold water. 

“I was so happy to still be alive 
at that point,” he said. 

No-one else had been in the 
garden when the accident hap¬ 
pened, but James’ next-door 
neighbour climbed over the fence 
and got him indoors.

James’ eldest daughter kept 
the children at the birthday party 
upstairs, while his partner Zoe 
Frost dealt with the emergency 
services. 

James was still dousing himself 
in water when the fire service ar¬ 
rived, but when the air ambu¬ 
lance crew came he had passed 
out from the pain. 

He was airlifted to Broomfields 
Hospital, where he was treated in 
a specialist burns unit and spent 
two weeks recovering. 

“I didn’t think I would ever look 
the same again,” he said. “My 
head was like a basketball with 
how it was swollen up.” 

Less than four months on, 
while he has significant scarring 
on his torso, the only sign of the 
burns on his face are paler circles 
around his eyes where he shut 
them against the flames. 

James said: “I want to thank 
everybody from the emergency 
services and say how grateful I 
am to still be alive. Their actions 
made the difference.”

Charity’s ahead 
after hair shave 


A HAVERHILL mother-of- 
three has raised around 
£1,500 for a cancer char¬ 
ity, after her father survived 
years of treatment for the 
disease. 

Jacqueline Ager, 47, had 
her head shaved at the 
Queen’s Head in Haverhill’s 
Queen Street on Sunday for 
Macmillan Cancer Support. 
Her hair will be donated to 
the Little Princess Trust to 
be turned into a wig for a 
child cancer patient. 

The shave turned into a 
fundraising event, with two 
bands playing live for free. 

Around 60 people turned 
up and on the day alone Jac¬ 
queline raised £350. Com¬ 
bined with her online fund¬ 
raising, this has brought her 
total up to around £1,500, 
when her initial target was 
just £70. 

“It was absolutely bril¬ 
liant,” said probation of¬ 
ficer Jacqueline. “I hoped it 
would be a good day but the 
amount of support was ab¬ 
solutely amazing and I was

really overwhelmed.” 

Jacqueline, who lives in 
Haverhill’s Cambridge Close, 
chose to brave the shave on 
Lather’s Day. 

Having heard a Macmil¬ 
lan advert on the radio, she 
saw friends posting on La- 
cebook in memory of their 
dads and says she realised 
how fortunate she was to 
still have her father. 

Jacqueline’s dad Roy Ager 
was first diagnosed with 
cancer nine years ago and 
in the following seven years 
he had four major proce¬ 
dures to treat the disease. 
He suffered from a number 
of different forms of cancer, 
including lung cancer and 
bowel cancer. 

He has now been given 
the all clear, but his health 
has been severely affected. 

Jacqueline said: “It has 
been a really tough few 
years because once my dad 


would beat the cancer, the 
doctors would then find that 
it had spread to somewhere 
else. However, he has kept 
fighting all this time and we 
are incredibly grateful that 
he is still here with us.” 

Although Roy has never 
had need of the service Mac¬ 
millan provides, Jacqueline 
says she is well aware of the 
good work the charity does. 
Her initial fundraising target 
was to raise enough money 
for a Macmillan nurse to 
stay at a patient’s home 
overnight, which costs £27 
per hour. 

She said: “This is such an 
invaluable service as it pro¬ 
vides much-needed respite 
for the family and gives the 
sufferer some dignity in 
their final moments.”

Flats plan for 
antiques shop 


AN antiques centre that coun¬ 
cillors say attracts 100,000 
vistors a year could be par¬ 
tially turned into flats. 

Clare Antiques at The Mill 
in Malting Lane, Clare, could 
have its top floor converted 
into flats if a planning appli¬ 
cation is approved today 

Clare Town Council, in a 
response to the application, 
describes the antiques cen¬ 
tre as the “biggest business” 
in the small town, and says it 
attracts 100,000 visitors a 
year. 

The council response con¬ 
tinues: “The importance of 
these visitors to Clare and 
the very substantial financial 
contribution they make to 
our local economy is vital.” 

Residents have also ob¬ 
jected to the proposal on the 
basis that reducing the size 
of the business might have 
a detrimental effect on the 
town. 

One wrote: “Antiques are a 
popular draw to this region 
and it is felt that a sizeable 
facility should be retained...

in order to protect and pre¬ 
serve the vitality of Clare.” 

The antiques centre is 
housed in a historic 1920s 
mill for grinding salt, which 
planning officers say makes 
a positive contribution to 
Clare’s conservation area. 

The owner of the antiques 
centre, Chris Marchant, said 
that a partial conversion into 
flats was the best way to keep 
the historic building pre¬ 
served, as it was expensive 
to keep running it as an an¬ 
tiques centre. 

He said: “The maintenance, 
the rates, the overheads are 
extremely high. Some other 
income has to be generated.” 

Mr Marchant added that 
the creation of new flats met 
a need for smaller accommo¬ 
dation units in the town. 

He said: “Clare does badly 
need one and two-bedroom 
flats.” 


He said that while he would 
continually review the op¬ 
tions, it was likely that if the 
application was approved, 
some conversion would take 
place within three years. 

He added that he had no 
plans to sell the property. 

Residents have also ex¬ 
pressed concerns about pri¬ 
vacy if the conversion goes 
ahead, as 20 new windows 
proposed as part of the con¬ 
version would face existing 
homes. 

But a planning officer’s re¬ 
port said that provided the 
new windows were glazed and 
non-opening, there should 
be no significant change to 
the living standards of neigh¬ 
bours. 

The report recommended 
that St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council’s planning 
committee approve the appli¬ 
cation, subject to a number of 
conditions. 

Councillors were set to 
make a decision on the pro¬ 
posal at a meeting in Bury St 
Edmunds this morning.

Pupils take exams 
to whole new level 


HAVERHILL’S 16-year-olds have 
been celebrating receiving their 
GCSE results. 

At Castle Manor Academy, the 
school celebrated a 9 per cent in¬ 
crease in the proportion of students 
achieving 5 A* to C grades in Eng¬ 
lish and maths. The number has in¬ 
creased from 36 per cent to 45 per 
cent. 

At Samuel Ward Academy, 72 per 
cent of students achieved 5 A* to C 
grades including English and maths 
- a slight decrease from last year. 

Samuel Ward student Joel Ridg- 
way, 16, achieved an A* with dis¬ 
tinction in GCSE further maths - af¬ 
ter just three months studying the 
subject.

Overall, the high-achieving stu¬ 
dent got 5A*s and 6As as well as the 
A* with distinction. 

At Castle Manor, student Jadrien 
Apiado achieved an A*, a Distinc¬ 
tion* six As and two Bs. 

The 16-year-old, is going on to do 
A-Levels at Long Road Sixth Form 
College in Cambridge, and hopes to 
study biochemistry at university. 

He said: “It’s like the first step to¬ 
wards the future.” 

His friend Siobhan Hughes re¬ 
ceived four As, 5 Bs and a Distinc¬ 
tion*, and intends to study law after 
doing A-Levels at Long Road. 

She said: “I’m so happy - I’m 
shaking.” 

This was the first year of a new 
method of recording school’s attain¬ 
ment, called Progress 8, calculated 
through averaging students’ results.

“As a school we always set highly 
aspirational targets and this has 
meant students have made excep¬ 
tional progress. 

“The governors and I would like 
to thank everyone concerned for 
their continued support and hard 
work.” 

Castle Manor head Vanessa Whit- 
combe said: “We are all extremely 
proud of their achievements and 
the hard work that they, staff and 
parents have put in. 

“I know that our staff will join me 
in wishing students the very best for 
the future. 

“Our results show significant im¬ 
provement in headline measures 
and this is a very positive next step 
for our school.”

H YUNDAI'S ilO is a no 
nonsense city car that's 
cheap to buy and cheap to 
run, with excellent economy, low 
emissions and a transferable seven 
year warranty. 

It has sold in large numbers 
here, so if you're not absolute sure 
about one, move on to the next 
and make sure the one you buy 
has full service history to make 
sure it's been properly cared for. 

Hyundai's reliability has been 
very good ever since it launched in 
this country and secondhand ilO 
prices are very reasonable because 
of low prices new. They are all 
very easy to drive, manoeuvre and 
park. 

I'll concentrate here on the 
model built between 2008 and 
2013, which initially came with 
1.1 or 1.2-litre engines. 

This was replaced in 2011 by a 
new high economy 1.0-litre and a 
1.25 four and the whole car was 
refreshed and up-dated. 

The 1.0-litre three cylinder 
Blue Eco model comes with low 
rolling resistance tyres and other 
fuel saving tech that makes it very 
reasonable to run. 

Good power steering, small size 
and an almost vertical rear make 
all il 0s very town friendly and 
they even cope reasonably well 
with longer trips. 

As well as a five-speed manual 
gearbox there's a four-speed 
automatic but this runs out of 
'oomph' at anything above 60 


miles an hour and is to be avoided 
unless you have to have it. 

There is some wind and road 
noise but it's not too intrusive 
and the engine is smooth and 
reasonably quiet until pressed. 

Handling and road-holding are 
pretty good, giving a fair amount 
of fun through the corners and 
although the driving position is 
not perfect, I didn't find it really 
uncomfortable. 

There's room for four adults and 
comfort is up to other city cars, 
but the boot is tiny.

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IF imitation is the sincerest 
form of flattery then the feisty 
little Fiesta S Red should 
be blushing with pride at 
the arrival of an equally red 
number from Vauxhall. 

The new £17,125 Corsa 
Red Edition is obviously 
aimed at the same sort of 
buyer (youngish, male, keen 
driver) who would dearly love 
to grab the wheel of a faster 
model but can neither afford 
the monthly payments - or 
the insurance. 

So Vauxhall helps him out 
with a rather less potent but 
considerably cheaper (by 
precisely £1,000 over the 
VXR) version that aims to give 
similar thrills, if watered down 
a little. 

Do it with conviction 
and, bragging rights apart, 
you'll have a car that's great 
fun to drive. Put it on our 
crowded, potholed roads and 
(whisper it) the slightly softer 
suspension and less aggressive 
throttle response might make 
it a nicer drive. 

The Corsa Red Edition 
comes with a new 
turbocharged 1.4 litre engine, 
whose 150 horsepower 
propel the car to 129mph and 
reduce the sprint to 62mph 
to 8.9 seconds. So, perky 
enough for most. 

Driven with restraint (ha!) 
you might approach the 


49.6mpg the car recorded 
in the official test but it's 
very unlikely indeed to get 
anywhere near that in the 
hands of a typical owner. 
That's not what he bought the 
car for anyway, is it? 

At least the 132g/km 
exhaust emissions mean a 
reasonable £130 annual tax 
bill and of more concern is 
going to be how the car looks 
and how it feels when he's 
showing off to his mates. 
We've all been there. 

With chunky 1 7-inch alloy 
wheels and body coloured 
front lower spoiler, side 
sills, rear roof spoiler and 
rear lower skirt the Corsa 
Red Edition looks as little as 
possible like the shopping 
trolley Corsa STING that starts 
the range off at less than ten 
grand. 

Add in a chrome-look 
tailpipe, black roof and door 
mirror housings - with still 
more black on the front grille 
bar and door pillars and here 
is a car that looks the biz 
simply standing still. 

Dark tinted rear windows 
and lowered suspension 
ratchet up the cool look 
count, while the interior is 
iven a sporty makeover with 
uggy front seats and fancy 
pedals and a leather wrapped 
steering wheel. 

There's air con, electric 


windows and digital radio on 
the standard spec list, along 
with a switch to make the 
steering lighter, a feature that 
seems redundant on a car 
designed for the more brawny 
end of the market. 

There was no need, or 
desire to select the city mode 
steering function on my Red 
Edition drive, where the feel 
through the wheel (which 
also usefully houses controls 
for radio and phone) was 
better than most cars at the 
price and fitted with electric 
assistance. 

The gearbox has been 
fettled to make it more 
precise in this application (as 
though lesser versions need 
a less precise feel?) but felt 
some way less impressively 
click-click than I'd hoped for. 

No doubting the spread of 
power, though, thanks to a 
turbo engine that sounds gruff 
whatever you ask of it and 
the car is precise enough on 
corners to make it fun, if the 
ride is less than forgiving. 

The real question than 
arises; would you rather have 
the Fiesta S Red? It's less 
powerful, but £680 less costly 
and a lot lighter in the other 
sort of pounds too, so feels 
nimbler on its toes. 

You will need a test drive 
of both, which is no hardship, 
surely.

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Y OU can't help it - the frisson of 
excitement when the legendary 
motoring initials GTi are on a car. 

This time it is Peugeot's five-door 308 that 
bears the hot hatch moniker - and more than 
does it justice. 

There are two versions produced at the 
company's Sochaux factory in France - a 
cheaper 250ps model and the 270ps fire¬ 
breathing monster I drove. 

Push the ignition button and the sparkling 
work conducted by the French motor 
manufacturer's engineers at Peugeot Sport 
is revealed as the GTi hits 60mph from a 
standing start in a scintillating six seconds on 
its way to a top speed of 155mph. 

The athletic 1.6-litre petrol engine, linked 
to a slick six-speed manual gearbox, is 
refreshingly refined while performing at its 
optimum leaving the driver to concentrate 
on the superb handling which benefits from 
a reworked suspension system that leaves the 
car hugging the ground. 

If all that isn't enough for you then press 
the Sport button in the centre console which 
sharpens up an already rapier-like throttle 
response, changes the instrumentation to be 
backlit in red and pumps extra exhaust noise 
through the speakers. 

Performance figures to die for are nothing 
without control but have no fear, the car 
corners as if on rails with jet-fighter reflexes 
and lots of confidence-inspiring grip. 

Similarly you need something that is pretty 
efficient at bringing you to a halt safely so the 
308 GTi gets larger brakes with natty looking 
red painted Peugeot Sport brake calipers. 

The ride is firm on the 19-inch Carbone 
alloy wheels, but far from uncomfortable 
making it a viable option for pootling around 
town. 


It is not a massive gas guzzler either as 
average fuel economy is claimed at 47.1 mpg 
while carbon dioxide emssions are 139g/km. 

Climb into the cabin and you are 
immediately grabbed by the GTi Alcantara 
bucket seats with red stitching and Peugeot 
Sport branding. 

It is well equipped with dual-zone climate 
control plus sat-nav and cruise control with 
speed limiter.

The fit and finish are excellent thanks to 
the quality materials used and the care taken 
screwing everything together. 

There is plenty of space for four adults 
while the boot offers plenty of room for the 
weekly supermarket shop - with rear seats 
folding when larger loads need transporting. 

The 308 GTi is pretty pricey at a shade 
over £28,000 but in many ways justifies this 
as it is a hot hatch for the family - if such a 
thing can exist - with a mature drive that will 
nevertheless excite thrillseekers.
